The Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, originated in the benevolent efforts of 
several distingwished individuals of this city, in 
1820. It was incorporated by the Legislature of 
the State in thegpring of 1821, at which time 
that body made a liberal donation to it, of 
eight thousand dollars, and became its principal 
patron, by providing for the su; t and educa- 
tion of fifty indigent mutes of the State of Penn- 
sylvania for three years; and, by two successive 
grantg, this provision has been continued to the 
present time. The State of New Jersey has sap- 
ported, at different periods, in all, thirteen,’ Re- 
cently the state of Maryland has made provision 


for fivé years. Several pupils have been and aro 
aupported by their friends. 

‘The funds derived from these sourcesytogether 
with the annual subscriptions of members, anda 
few private donations, conetiture the income of 
the Institution, and is but little more than suf- 
ficient to cover expenses. The surplus is applied | 
to the maintenance and instruction of those) 
deaf-mutes who cannot avail themselves of the) 
bounty of the Commonwealth.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
From the London Times of Sep. 10. 

The last Russian bulletins present a mass of 
intelligence, of which for the convenience of our 
readers we shall give a general view, and de- 
scribe a succession of linens movements and 
proceedings, which would be interesting to mili- 
tary men as a professional study, without refe- 
rence to their general resulis. These results, 
however, are most important. The operations 
recorded by Gen. Diebitech embrace an exten- 
sive field. From Aidos, asa centre, the Russian 
General has within a few days swept, with dif- 
ferent corps of his great army, an arch approach- 
ing to a semicircle, the northern point of which 
rests on Shumla, the southern on Adrianople,— 
On the 16th ult. the seventh Russian corps was 
in possession of Karnabat, a valuable centrai 
point among the mountains, placed at a junction 
of several roads, in a direction W. N. W. of 
Aidos, and about one third of the way between 
the latter and Selimno. At the same time 
Count Di@Bitech ordered the second corps, under 
Count Pahlen, to occupy Karabunary, about 40 
miles due south of Aidos, to push its advance 
guard a long days march further south of Faki, 
and to reconnoitre through a line nearly east and 
west, from Tirnowo through Adrianople. The 
easy execution of these orders proves how slen- 
derly

the Turks beld possession of their own 
country, and how paltry wae their general re-| 
sistance to the invader. With a view to cut off 
the communications of the Grand Vizier with | 
Adrianople, and to establish himself on an innez | 
line of poste in a direction nearly parallel to the 
Danube, but in the nature of a third parallel to- 
wards Constantinople—Count Diebitsch combin- 
ed a double movement, one immediately against 
the rear of Shumla, the other against the town 
of Salimno, and the great road leading south 
from it, by Jambol, to Adrianople. Gen. Kra- 
soweki executed the former of these operations, 
by forcing hie way from Marsah through Eski- 
Stamboul, and to the westward of it, thereby 
blocking up the central road which runs to Ad- 
rianople by Karnabat. The troops of th. Vizier 
on this occasion, seem to have given way after 
very little fighting, and to have lost between 500 
and 600 men. In pursuance of the second pro- 
ject, which was executed on a more extensive 
scale, Gen. Sheremetief, of the 7th corps, pro- 
ceeded from Karnabat about the 29th of July, 
to feel for the Turks towards Jambol. On the 
road thither, with one brigade of Hulans and 
some Cossacks, he fell in with a corps of no less 
than fifieen thousand of the enemy, commanded 
by Halil Pacha. The disproportion must have 
| been eight or ten te one, and yet it appears that 
{the Russian cavalry attacked and overthrew the 
| Pacha’s army, drove them into the town of 
| Jambol, and burnt the Turkish camp. ‘The ex- 
treme distrust of themselves, and broken spirits 
|of the Ottomans, showed itself in a shameful 
flight from Jambol, from the apprehension that 
| 100 Cossacks, who were left before the town! 
in observation by General Shereme ief, when he 
retired to join his head-quarters at Karnabat, | 
were but the advance guard of the whole Rus- 
sian army; which was the next day destined to 
attack them. Learning that the Grand Viner | 
had made his way out of Choumla by the west- | 
ern road, the only one left open, and was pro- 
heeeding to Selimno, in the supposition that the 
route from thence to Adrianople would be unoc 
cupied, Count Diebitech drew together troops 
from every quarter, from the corps before Choum 
la, from Ardos, Sreboli, Karnabat, and Karna 
bunar; and with two corpsd’armee, a div.sion of 
|a third corps, and a large body of cavalry—al- 
together, perhaps, not far short of 26,000 or 
{28,000 men—he moved upon Selimno, and on 
\the 12th ult. attacked the Vizer in his position 
at and before that place, ‘Ihe engagement ap 
pears to bave been neither long nor doubtful 
The Turks were beaten without any diflicul y, 
jand dispersed with a loss tothe Russians of not 
j}more than 60 men. Indeed, the account given 
| by the bulletin very candidly clips the laurels of 
| the conquerors, by stating that ‘the terror of 
j the enemy ws so great, that he hes not the con- 
|rage to make any consulerable stand, and it ap- 
| pears that in this respect the leaders of the 
| troops set the example."’ What can be hoped 
| for by any army when ite chiefs aro the firet to 
run away?

CAPTURE OF ADRIANOPLE. 

A courier who passed through Odessa on the 
25th ult. on his way to St. Petersburgh, with 
the keys of Adrianople, stated that General 
Diebitech had the intention of advancing two 
days after hie entry into that city. 

The following extract of a private letter from 
a Russian Officer, dated Adrianople, August 21, 
ie given by the Augsburgh Gazette:—'* Upon 
our taking possession of this city yesterday, {he 
greatest tranquillit segeatied The troops 
which should have defended it having fled, Cos- 
sacks were sent in pursuit of them. Many of 
the inhabitants came out to meet us, and the 
whole population flocked together to witness 
our entry, and were struck with the order that 
was maintained in every direction. The Com 
mander-in-Chief having taken possession of the 
ancicnt setaglio, a deputation of the Notables, 
and all the Consuls went to pay him their re- 
spects. The former solicited, hie protection, 
and promised to co-operate in the maintainance 
of tranquillity. The most friendly reception 
was given to us, and we perceived clearly that 
civilization has made much greater progress :n 
this country than is generally supposed. The 
ancient fanatical zeal of the Musselmans has 
disappeared; and the lower classes alone conti- 
nue to despise those who are of another religion 
than themselves. The principal Mussel:nans 
seem to feel the weight of despotism thai op 
presses the nation, and are sincerely desirous of 
gotting rid of it. What sarprised us most, is 
the existence of an almost general Association 


secret societies like Freemasons. This Associa- 
tion, which was formed at the time of the over- 
throw of the Janissaries, was created by a Free- 
mason; the members recoguize esch other by 
the signs of Freemasonry, and keep the same si- 
lence upon the Order and itsobyect. The Otto- 
man Government does not appear to be aware 
of the existence of this Association, which may 
become very dangerous to its despotiam."’ 

An extract of another letter, dated Adriano- 
ple, August 21, saye:—‘*Yesterday morning our 
army took possession of this second city of the 
Empire. A division of Hulans first entered, fol- 
lowed by a division of Chasseurs on foot, with 
two companies of artillery, end then the whole 
army—the General-in-Chief riding in from. The 
bands of each regiment played the Russian ne- 








tional air, and when the Commander-in-Chicf 
stopped at the old seraglio to see the troops file 
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off, the men saluted bim with huzzas. Univer- 
sal astonishment seized the Turks at the sight 
of our troops, who passed through them with an 
order which they had never seen before. We 
too, were siruck at the strange sight of the 
thousands of people in oriental costume who 
crowded the streets. After the army had pase- 
ed, several battalions were etationed in the 
market-places and squares in the interior of the 
city, and the General took his quarters in the 
old seraglio. : 

The Russian army entered Adrianople on the 
20th of August without resistance. It is not 
known where the Sultan was. It is impossible 
to form an opinion as to what effect this intelli- 
gence would produce in the seraglio; but it was 
known at Constantinople that 8000 brigands, 
consisting of deserters and ex Janisearies, were 
carrying terror and pillage in every direction, 
and apprehensions were entertamed for the 
Grand Seignior's life.
